Diphtheria ik essentially a 
children’s disease, picking the 
victims chiefly during childhood 
and to a jess extent during 
carly adult life. It is always a 
serious disease, and not uncom. 
monly a fatal one, It frequent. 
ly kills, maims or cripples its 
victinis, chiefly young children, 
Its Onset is insidious, There is 
no alarmining rush, snch as seen 
in smallpox or scarlet fever to 
indicate the malignancy of the 
There is ordinarily no 
prostiation at the beyinoniug, 
such as is seen in pneumonia 
to indicate the serivusness of 
the iwfection, , 

A sinall greyish white patch 
on the child’s throat is usually’ 
the first sign of the disense, 
and at this stage the child does 
not xppear to bo very sick. In 
such instances the first indica. 
tion 18 an obstruction to breath 
ing caused by the growth of 
diphtheria membrane 1p the

Here and There 


Edmonton.—Large mouthed black 
bass may soon be available to Al- 
berta sportsmen for a batch of 
fingerlings and yearlings from the 
Kootenay Lakes have been placed in 
Lac La Nonne by the Northern 
Alberta Fish and Game Protective 
Association. 


McGill University opened her 
senior football season in Montreal 
at the Percival Molson Memorial 
Stadium on October 2nd, with a game 
against the Old Boys. One of the 
most enthusiastic fans of this game 
is E. W. Beatty, President of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, who is 
an annual ticket holder, and who will 
be present at all the big games this 
season, 


In a recent despatch from the 
west, W. L. Smith, former editor of 
the Farmer’s Sun, estimates that 
approximately $1,000,000,000 will be 
added to Canada’s income this year 
from the products of the farms of 
Western Canada. Last year’s field 
crops were valued at $1,112,691,000 
to the growers and it put the west 
in the prosperity column. Mr. Smith 
believes it is a fair assumption that 
this year the return will not be less, 


An interesting estimate of Can- 
ada’s per capita wealth has been 
made ba the League of Nations, with 
comparative figures of 22 years ago. 
In 1925 the per capita wealth in 
this country amounted to $2,406, as 
contrasted with $1,100 per capita in 
1903. Out of the 35 nations listed, 
Canada ranks third, the United 
States showing $2,918 and Great 
Britain $2,459 per capita, respec- 
tively. 


With a view to obtaining financial 
assistance of some kind with which 
to aid the emigration of Austrian 
farmers to Canada, Dr. Heinrich 
Montel, an Austrian Government 
official, arrived in this country re- 
cently on board the Canadian Pacific 
S.S. “Montroyal.” There are 10,000 
Austrian farmers who would emi- 
grate to Canada, stated Dr. Montel, 
all of them practical farmers, but 
they do not possess sufficient funds 
to pay their passage to this country. 


Egypt may include Canada among 
those countries in which she will be 
without representation, according to 
a statement made recently by Emile 
Sharteni, acting as unofficial am- 
bassador to Canada who arrived in 
Canada on the Canadian Pacific 
liner “Minnedosa.” Mr. Sharteni is
